1. The Declaration, Amendment and Petition for Time Extension 
filed by Applicants on 01/23/04 have been entered. 

2. New claims 11-13 have been added. 

Response to Amendment /Arguments 

3. Applicant's amendment and arguments filed on 01/23/04 have 
been fully considered and they are found persuasive. 

4. The rejection of claims 1, 4-5 and 7-8 under 35 

U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Oyama et al . , U.S. Patent 
No. 4,643,03 8 (hereinafter " Oyama " ) is withdrawn. 

5. The rejection of claims 2-3, 6 and 9-10 under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a) as being unpatentable over Oyama et al . , U.S. Patent No. 
4,643,93 8 (hereinafter "Oyama") is withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or 
a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one 
year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

7. Claims 1-2 and 4-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Hayashi et al . , U.S. Patent No. 5,013,797 

(hereinafter "Hayashi") . Hayashi teaches a highly saturated 
copolymer comprising (a) 5 to «40 wt . % of an unsaturated nitrile 
monomer, (b) 1 to 80 wt . % of a carboxylic acid ester monomer, 

(c) up to 2 0 wt. % conjugated diene monomer, and (4) the balance 
being units of a hydrogenated conjugated butadiene. See 
Hayashi, Abstract; col. 1, lines 67 through col. 2, line 29. 

8. Claims 3 and 13 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. Hayashi teaches 5 to 4 0 wt . % 
of an unsaturated nitrile monomer and 1 to 80 wt. % of a 
carboxylic acid ester monomer.
